In tho first decado of the twentieth 
contury Canada's population Incroas- 
ed moro, rapidly, pro rata, than did 
that of any other country. In the 
world, In the second docade.-Canada 
moved, by a fraction of 1 per cent, to 
second’ place, ylelding the palm to 
Australia,“ Figures for the full quar- 
ter century, in both Canada. andthe 
United States, are estimates, as tho 
quarter docs ‘thot coincide with cen- 
sus periods, but it may be stated that 
from 1900 to 1925 Canada's popula- 
tion increased by over 60 per cent and 
that of the United States by about 40 
per cent. This period, it should -be 
noted, includes the greatest immilgra- 
tion: {n the history of the United 
States. 


Immigration to the United States 
passed the mililon mark for the 
first time in 1905, and again passed 
{it in 1906, 1907, 1910, 1913 and 1914. 
That flood-tide has now dried up to 
the ‘comparative dribble of about 
300,000 yearly. On the other hand, 
immigration to Canada is ‘on the 
| up-trena, and is again approximat- 
| ing 162,000 a year. In other words, 
;Canuda’s population ig increasing 
by immigration at the rate of about 
1% per cent per annum, while the 
population of the United States is 
now increasing, by immigration’ at 
a rate of only 4 of 1 per cent per 
annum, 

* om 

Other yardsticks, sufficiently sig- 
nificant in themselves, without com- 
parison with any other country, may 
be used to measure the development 
of Canada in the last quarter of a 
century. The land occupied increas. 
hed from 63,422,338 acres in 1901 to 
140,887,903 in 1921, the last complete 
census year. In twenty-five years the 
value of field crops increased from 
$237,000,000 to $1,121,000,000. In 1901 
‘Canada grew only 55,000,000 bushels 
of ‘wheat and exported less than 10, 
000,000 bushels—a quantity so small 
that it was scarcely a drop-in the 
world’s bucket. Now Canada grows 
more than 400,000,000 bushels yearly, 
and has become the greatest wheat 
exporting country on the globe. A 
general wheat failure in Canada today 
would mean famine prices -for the 
rest of the world. as

increased from $4,000,000 to over $70,- 
000,000; the value of livestock hag 
‘increased - from $268,000,000 to over

In 
twenty-five years the life insurance 
carried by Canadians has increased 
from $1,000,000,000 to $9,250,000,000 
and the savings bank deposits from 
$296,000,000 to over $1,350,000,000. 
Savings deposits per head of popula- 
tion have increased from $55 to $150. 

Nor has the progress’ of Canada 
been of a material nature only. 
Statistics do not lend themselves to 
the measurement of mental {o) 
spiritual values, but the part taken 
by Canada in the war, the courage 
with which the after-war problems 
were faced, and the rapidly growing 
sense of nationhood which is found 
in all parts of the Dominiion, — all 
bear evidence to a well-rounded 
development. The growth of such 
a country north of the international 
boundary ‘is a factor in the com- 
mercial, social and political ‘activ- 
ities of ‘this continent of outstanding

Moreover, he be- 
comes a better citizen because of the 
love kindled in his heart, He certainly 
will not Kill the bird, that is going to 
nest in a house that he has made, nor 
is he likely to allow any other person 
to destroy a bird in his vicinity. 

“This I call. “educational conserva- 
tion.’ But we must not lose sight of 
the fact that we have got to have laws 
—and strict laws—for experience and 
personal observation have taught me 
that kindness without firmness is a 
tetal failure. And we have got to have 
qualified game wardens to enforce 
these laws. There is a small percent- 
age—less than five per cent.—who are 
outlaws, and this small percentage of 
people easily can upset what has been 
accomplished by the majority of peo- 
ple. i 

“Too many citizens look at conser- 
vation as merely a sportsman’s propo- 
sition, when the fact of the matter.is 
it is one of Ontario’s biggest assets. 
Between Sudbury and Fort William 
there are thousands of square miles 
of territory which has been stripped of 
its valuable timber, and at present 
practically good only for mining, big 
game hunting and fishing. No state 
in the United States or ‘Province in 
Canada has such a vast sportsman’s
